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TODOR, THE POTTER. 
CoNSTANTINOPLE, Dec. 30th, 1868. 

DEAR Sir :—The following incident has just 
been furnished me by Rey. Dr. Long, and should 
encourage all who are labouring to disseminate 
God’s word throughout this empire: 

In a certain town in Danubian Bulgaria lives a 
poor Bulgarian, named Todor, the potter, who has 
been for some time an attentive reader of God’s 
word. ‘The bishop of the diocese (a Greek), a few 
months ago, wishing one of the churches to be 
repaired, called upon all the Bulgarians to come 
out, and without compensation carry stone and 
perform otherlabour. Todor, the potter, although 
he had some time previous ceased to attend the 
Greek Church, not being able to reconcile its idol- 
atrous ceremonies with the plain teachings of the 
Bible, yet not wishing to give offence, and desir- 
ing to live in peace with all men, came out with 
his neighbours and worked hard upon the church. 
When the holy Sabbath came, however, he stayed 
at homeand read his Bible. The others, acting 
under the orders of the bishop, continued their 
work. In fact, there were more workmen upon 
that day than any other. The bishop noticed the 

~ absence of Todor on the Sabbath; and, having 
Pagpenely heard him accused of heresy, resolved 
o make a public example of him, and thus nip in 
the bud any injury that might result from this act 
of insubordination. Accordingly, he went to the 
governor and requested from him a police officer, 
to arrest and bring before him a man who had 
shown contempt for his authority, and was sowing 


- dissension and insubordination among the Chris- 


- tians of the place. So poor Todor was summarily 
arrested and dragged along the street to the gov- 


ernor’s residence, After some time he was brought 
- for examination into the presence of the governor, 
the bishop, and the Turkish cadi (judge in civil 
s). The bishop then demanded of him why 
d refused to come and work upon the church.

grew very angry, and asked him what he knew 
about God’s law, and.in a loud voice asked him if 
he wanted to teach him. Nothing daunted, Todor 
turned to the governor and very meekly said, 
“ Although this is not my church, yet Iam a Bul- 
garian; and when the bishop gave the order, for 
the sake of peace and to show my good will to 
my brethren, I went out with them and worked. 
But upon Sunday I cannot work, because I have a 
copy of the New Testament myself in the simple 
Bulgarian language, and I reac! it, and as I under- 
stand it, it does not permit me to work upon the 
Sabbath day. I mean no disrespect to the bishop, 
but I cannot violate my conscience and act con- 
trary to the teachings of God.” The bishop re- 
plied, “I know what kind of a book he has; it is 
one of the cheap, seven piaster [28 cents] Testa- 
ments; while I have a Testament I paid seven 
hundred piasters [$28] for. Does the stupid fellow 
think to put his contemptible seven piaster against 
my seven hundred piaster Testament?” Todor 
meekly put his hand upon his breast and replied, 
“T do not profess to teach the bishop, nor do I 
say that my New Testament is better than his; 
but I will venture to say, that I may have read my 
little seven piaster Testament more carefully than 
he has his, which cost seven hundred piasters.” — 

The governor, not wishing to offend the bishop, 
put on a severe face, and calling an officer, ordered 
poor Todor away to prison until he should learn 
to treat his ecclesiastical superiors with proper 
respect. The bishop thanked the governor for his 
compliance with his request, and took his leave. 
As soon as he had passed out of the gateway, the 
cadi turned to the governor and. proposed that 
they should call the prisoner back; “for,” said 
he, “the answers which he gave had something 
remarkable in them, and I am curious to know 
something more of this affair. There is more in 
this potter than we have heard to-day, Let us 
call him.” eiuiite f at calle 
~ Todor was called and brought back, wonderin, 


prisonment, but fully resolved to 
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dure patiently all for Christ’s sake. But the cadi 
spoke to him kindly, and bidding him speak 
freely, asked him what he meant by saying that 
this Church was not his. Todor replied that he 
was a Protestant; that from reading the New 
Testament he had become an eyangelical Chris- 
tian, and his conscience would not allow him to 
continue to attend the church in which he had 
been brought up. The cadi then inquired what 
those points of difference are. Todor explained 
to him the use of pictures, crosses, candles, etc. ; 
praying to the saints and Virgin Mary ; together 
with other corruptions of the Greek Church. The 
cadi listened to him with astonishment, and at 
length said, “ Aferim! siz giaour lukdan chikmish 
siniz.” (“ Well done! you have come out of infidel- 
ity.”) Then turning to the governor, he remarked 
to him, “This man is not far from right. ”» Upon 
this the governor told Todor he was at liberty, but 
advised him to keep himself out of the way of the 
bishop. So Todor went away, thankful to God 
for his deliverance, and more than eyer resolved 
to study diligently, and keep faithfully, that word 
by which he had been enabled to defend the sanc- 
tity of God’s law, against a worldly minded and 
tyrannical bishop.

MeExico,—Owing to interruptions on the way, we 
had not heard for some time from Mr. Westrup; 
but four letters received on the same day bring 
intelligence from him to the 21st of December. 
He had been hindered in his work by the weather 
and the impracticable roads, consequent upon con- 
tinued rains. He was in Zacatecas when he last 
wrote, whither he had gone with ten cases of books, 
which he and the colporteurs were disposing of in 
that State and in Durango, Good success had 
attended the work in Zacatecas, Cos, Fresnillo, 
Jerez, and other places, whither the word has 
penetrated and is producing invaluable results. 
Mr. Westrup sends a letter from the colporteur at 
Durango, which we insert, to show the nature of 
the work and the kind of opposition he encoun- 
' ters. Mr. W. also sends some extracts from the

SANDWICH AND MIcRONESIAN IsLANDS.—A. com- 
munication recently received from Rey. Dr. Gulick, 
of Honolulu, gives a very encouraging account of the 
prospects in those islands. Dr. G. returns thanks 
for the resolution of the Board to electrotype the 
book of Psalms in the Hawaiian language, and for 
funds to print the Scriptures in the languages of 
several of the Micronesian Islands. He says, on 
Gilbert and Marshall’s Islands books are in in- 
creasing demand. The Rey. Mr. Snow has sent 
up three different Gospels, translated into the two 
different dialects of Marshall’s Island and Kusaie, 
for publication. Mr. Doane has come up to en- 
gage in the preparation of other books for the 
Gilbert Islands. It is also worthy of note, that 
preparation of schoolbooks in the Ponape lan- 
guage is in progress, while they are carrying 
through the press an arithmetic for the Marquesas 
Islands. These last are ‘not exactly Bible work, 
but they are the result of Bible work, and show 
the many collateral blessings that attend the cir- 
culation of God’s Book. 

ARGENTINE RePusBiic.—Mr. Milne continues to 
send pleasant reports from his field. He writes: 

Some six months ago I sold to the directress of 
a French boarding school a Spanish Bible. About 
a fortnight ago she sent to me for a dozen French 
Testaments for the use of some of her pupils. 
This is the third French boarding school for girls 
in this city (Monte Video) where the New Testa- 
ment has been introduced as a schoolbook. 

It is a favourable indication that the number of 
Spanish Bibles sold is five times that of Testa- 
ments. Formerly the number of Testaments sold 
was much greater than that of Bibles, 

The indirect effects of Bible circulation should 
be taken into the account in estimating the yalue 
of this work, Thus, a legitimate effect of this 
work is the organization of a Sunday school in 
the suburbs of Monte Video, for native children. 
This is the first attempt of the kind in the coun- 
try. George Schmidt has resumed his labours in 
Bible distribution, with encouraging Prosperity 
success. 

Dakota Inprans.—The work of printing the 
Scriptures in the Dakota language is still in prog- 
ress, The New Testament, and also Genesis and 
Proverbs, are already in ea att of that people. 
They were printed from electroplates. The books 
of Psalms and Exodus are nearly done, and the rest 
of the Pentateuch, we are inform 
translation at the Mission. EF 
may be thought proper to go we do 
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good work to the poor people among whom they 
are now circulating.

THE WORK IN DURANGO. 
DURANGO, December 10, 1868. 

DEAR BROTHER IN THD Lord :—By God’s bless- 
ing we arrived here on the 4th inst., all right. 
I received the books from the freighter according 
to instructions, storing them in a room in the 
Maison de San Francisco, where I am living at 
present, and where I have had to withstand the 
assaults which were doubtless foreordained for me 
to bear by Him who guides and comforts me in 
everything. By his help I bore for four days the 
attacks of an immense populace, aroused by the 
devil, who would have used violence had not the 
authorities protected me. Personally, I received 
no hurt, but they stole a few books and broke 
some furniture. It is now growing quieter, but I 
ean hardly sell a book, for the Romish doctors of 
divinity and priests spend nearly all their time 
proving that it is heresy to read the Bible. I am 
persuaded that God never forsakes his children, or 
Ishould have fallen a victim to the fury of this 
mob. I had never known all the violence of a 
fanaticism guided by homicides who style them- 
selves teachers of religion. I haye seen that alone 
I could never have borne this burden, but I bear it 
by the help of God, and will always bear what He 
appoints, for He will help me. I cannot doubt 
that the promise in Matt. xi. 28, is meant for me. 
The brethren have not yet arrived. I have sold 
so far thirty Bibles and a few Testaments, but it 
costs a deal of labour to sell, for the enemies are 
legion.

My Drar Str:—In my last I fully intended to 
have told you of a man who bought a Bible of me 
recently, after he had refused several times, but am 
not sure that I did it. The person in question 
kept a cigar shop, and in the most prominent 
place of the same he had a costly shrine of the 
Virgin. The first time I called with my books, he 
sent me away in a very unceremonious manner. 
Another time he would have done the same, but 
there was present a man who seemed inclined to 
talk, and with him I entered into a lively con- 
versation ; and, as the shopkeeper was listening, I 
took occasion to speak very plainly of the sin of 
idol worship. Calling some time after, I saw that 
what I had said had taken effect; the shrine had 
been dishonoured, and the Virgin bardly visible 


for cigars by which she was surrounded, and he 
purchased a Bible. Passing the same shop two 
days ago, I was much pleased to obserye that the 
shrine is now taken away entirely. I have not 
spoken with the man personally on religion, and 
consequently cannot speak of his state of mind; 
but it is quite plain that this outward reformation 
is the fruit of an inward change—if not of heart, 
at least of opinion. 

To-day there have arrived here a large number 
of Spanish refugees, and more are expected daily. 
The less sympathy they expect, the less they will 
be disappointed. The feeling here in favour of 
the revolution is very strong. Proposals have been 
made to send assistance; but it is now thought it 
will be unnecessary. 

To-day I have been out in one of the suburbs, 
and disposed of eighteen books—more than haye 
been sold during the whole week.

NEVADA AND EASTERN CALIFORNIA, 

Our Agent, Rey. Nelgon Reasoner, reports some 
interesting facts concerning his Bible tours among 
the mountains and valleys, and on the Pacific Rail- 
road. The novelty and freshness of these state- 
ments add greatly to their value. We print a 
few extracts, illustrating this pioneer service : 

THE EARTHQUAKES. 

Those earthquakes are indeed terrible. The 

effect of the last one was considerable, in the 
‘damage of buildings in and around San Francis- 
co. But there is much exaggeration. Sacramento 
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was not injured at all, though the shock was very 
sensibly felt. I was not at home, but was on my 
trip through the valleys in the mountains. Some 
told me it was felt high up among the Sierra 
Neyadas, but I did not perceive it. You are 
aware, no doubt, that there has been a succession 
of shocks since the famous one of October 21st. 
This has been true in San Francisco and in the 
mountains; even Austin, in Nevada, has had vis- 
itations of this tremendous power. There has 
been considerable depreciation of property in San 
Francisco and around the bay, especially in Ala- 
meda and Contra Costa Counties. The people 
are gradually recovering their equanimity, but 
business feels a depression. The depository in 
San Francisco did not get injured as I am aware, 
and Bro. Buel is driving around the country so 
briskly now, that I will underwrite for all the 
personal damage he sustained. 


CHICO, 


That place is distant from here 100 miles, I 
reached there on Saturday, the time I thought I 
should have finished the canvass. Two days was 
the time I supposed it would take to finish the 
town; it took a whole week. The place is much 
larger and is growing faster than I conceived. 
Then there was this peculiarity about it: I found 
the heads of families at work, and calling at the 
houses, the ladies must consult their husbands; 
they had no change, and I was obliged to call 
many times to effect a sale, but it was rather a 
pleasant work, and quite successful; thirty-six 
Bibles sold, mostly large ones, and forty Testa- 
ments; two schools were supplied: one Sabbath 
school and one select. It was a great gratifica- 
tion to me to see how very glad many seemed, to 
be in possession of a family Bible; one lady, after 
she had purchased hers, laid it on the centre table, 
stood back and looked at it, and then around the 
room, and said: “There, the house looks better 
already.” May it be a light to her heart, as I felt 
it was a light in her home. Some had to strain a 
point to raise the money. For though Chico is 
located in the most beautiful and fertile part of 
the Sacramento Valley, there are many poor peo- 
ple there, not beggars, but struggling farmers, 
mechanics, and labouring men. I had occasion 
to donate only one Bible, but gave off a little on 
the price of one to a widow lady, who had a 
Bible, but it was too fine print, and she told me 
she had to read Josephus, as it was large print, 
and, it was very much like the Bible! A few 
cheap Testaments were donated, but the amount 
given away is trifling. 

A lady told me at Chico that she had lived 
about twenty miles from that place, and had a 
Sabbath school at her house, and all the Bible 
they had was her own, which was falling to 
pieces, and she would cen verses and paste 
them on cards and give these to the children to 
Jearn. That was all of the word of God they 
had among them. 


PACIFIC RAILROAD, 
_ Isee your heart is set on that railroad, and it 
is right it should be. I am anxious to accom- 
plish that work, but there will be but little chance 
with the wor . on the road, as they are 


driving work so rapidly, that they have but little 


time for serious matters; they are changing 
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places, too, every few days. But there are towns 
springing up along the way, and the word should 
be in their hands and homes. 

The Chinese—For the Chinamen on the road, 
but little can be done, except give them books. 
The most sensible way to reach the Chinese is by 
establishing Sabbath and evening schools; seven 
or eight of these are now in successful operation, 
with over 200 Chinese pupils in attendance. 
When I get time, I would like to write you the 
history and operation of one here in Sacramento. 
The women have taken hold of the, work right 
nobly. There is making an effort to establish a 
school of high grade in San Francisco, and teach 
English language and the sciences. When we are 
to be blessed so greatly, as to see you in this 
country, we hope to be able to point to something 
permanent for the saving of this class of people. 
May God speed the time when you shall come. 

There is a country along the road which could 
not be reached if I go by train, so I took a horse 
and buggy with a variety of Bibles to canvass 
along the way. The first place is Arcade, seyen 
and a half miles, with only one family. 

Antelope is only the crossing of a small creek 
by that name; there is no depot. I called on five 
families that live scattered about the country. A 
poorer class of persons reside here; the soil is also 
poor. The inhabitants are from the extreme west 
and south, and “reckoned they had right smart 
of Bibles,” already, so I made no sales, but talked 
with them on religious matters. There is no 
preaching within reach of them. The churches 
ought to look up the sheep, scattered over these 
plains. 

Junction is a small collection of houses occupied 
by near a dozen families, a depot, large ware- 
house, flouring mill, and other appurtenances of 
a small town in California, such as hotels, store, 
saloon, etc. I found one family destitute, and they 
procured a nice family Bible. The name Junction 
is given to the place because a railroad branch- 
es off from the main line, and runs north to 
Marysville and Oroville, with good prospect of 
reaching Chico next season, and afterward to be 
continued to Portland, Oregon. It will always be 
a place, though not very large. There is no regu- 
lar preaching here, I am sorry to say; but while 
churches neglect them, the spiritists go and lec- 
ture to them. ; 

I was greatly surprised to find such a large 
town at Rocklin. I had passed through on the

his makes it necessary to. ere a large. 
number of engines, for the tr ing out from. 
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Sacramento are very long; but here they are 
broken into smaller trains, or have one or two 
more engines put on for climbing the mount- 
ain. And how grand seems the enterprise, as 
Nevadas. Around one are the foot hills, slight 
little more elevated, the ridges rising, one back of 
the other and a little higher, like raised seats in a 
grand amphitheatre ; the rocky peaks beyond, and 
over all, covered with snow, in strong contrast 
with the ever-during verdure of the lower hills, 
—so high, so rocky, so steep, it seems impos- 
sible that any wheeled carriage could cross the 
range, unless it were such a one as that in which 
Elijah ascended, and yet every day many and 
well loaded trains pass safely over. It is really 
a marvel in a marvellous age. But Rocklin 
has one other feature; there is here, at an eleva- 
tion of 215 feet above Sacramento, and 269 above 
tide water, just at the edge of the Sacramento 
Valley, a vast granite quarry that ought to be at 
the summit of the mountain rather than here; as 
if a granite mountain had sunk and left only its 
rocky peaks above the level of the valley. This 
furnishes occupation to many people who quarry 
it out and send it by rail to Sacramento, and 
thence by sloop to San Francisco, as materials for 
buildings, and the sea wall now in process of con- 
struction. The canvassing this place was a pleas- 
ant though hard task. The influence for good 
will last a long time.

THE NASHVILLE BIBLE SOCIETY, TENN. 

The Nashville Bible Society held its forty-sixth 
anniversary November 15, 1868, at the McKen- 
dree Church, which was crowded to overflowing. 
The annual address was delivered by the Rey. Dr. 
Bunting, now of Galveston, Texas, and lately pas- 
tor of the First Presbyterian Church in Nashville. 
He took for his subject, ‘ The English Bible,” re- 
viewing its history, showing its antiquity, vindica- 
ting its genuineness, portraying the purity of its 
English, and sustaining his position on these points 
by extended quotations from the masters of learn- 
ing and literature in this and former ages. He 
pronounced a splendid eulogy upon the venerable 
volume, its maxims of practical wisdom, its spirit- 
ual treasures, the hallowed associations clustering 
about it, and its indissoluble connexion with every 
phase of human life in civilized and christianized 
society. He dwelt with special emphasis upon 
the obligation resting upon the people of the 
South, to place it in the hands of the coloured 
people, as the only means of rescuing the race, and 
elevating them to a state of useful citizenship. 

The annual report of the executive committee 
says that the past was a year of unusual prosper- 
ity and success. All the outstanding debts, with 
one trivial exception, have been collected, and the 
financial condition of the society, compared with 
what it was one year ago, must be truly gratifying 
to its friends and patrons, All the surplus funds 
received from all sources have been forwarded to 
the Parent Society at New York, and the commit- 
tee have the gratification to state that whereas 

1ey have heretofore been compelled to tax the gen- 
erosity of the Parent Society for a supply of books, 
to meet the demands of the country, they have, in 
the past year, paid all arrearages, and now, for the 
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first time in a series of years, have a balance in 
their favour amounting to $252 85. The commit- 
tee have employed two distributing agents, Rev.

Their labours consumed seventy- 
three and one quarter days, with the following re- 
sult: number of families visited, 1,525; number 
of families found destitute, 424; number of fami- 
lies supplied, 284; number of families who refused 
to receive, or who could not read, and whose mode 
of life rendered it useless to give them Bibles, 140; 
individuals supplied, fifty. 

From the treasurer’s account it will be seen 
that the society is ina greatly improved condition 
compared with last year; that she has paid the 
debt due the Parent Society, and now has a credit 


| there of $252 85, and has Bibles on hand amount- 


ing to $944 18, which is more than double the 
amount on hand a year ago; and that the assets 
of the society are now $1,274 74. 

The resupply of Davidson County being com- 
plete, the committee have extended their labours 
to the counties of Cheatham and Dickson. They 
have employed distributing agents in those coun- 
ties, who will begin in a short time to canvass 
them, and supply the destitute with Bibles.

15,000 volumes ; value, $6,500; Bibles, etc., granted 
to the poor and to Sunday schools, 3,000 volumes ; 
value, $1,800; families visited, 24,100; and all 
the asylums, hospitals, and prisons accessible, and 
supplied; five parishes thoroughly, eight in great 
part, and many villages, supplied ; Sunday schools 
supplied gratuitously, eighty, white and coloured ; 
agents, three, viz, the general agent and two 
field agents; two city colporteurs, eighteen in the 
country (fifteen of these voluntary) ; due the Amer- 
ican Bible Society for Bibles, etc., $1,800. 

It is gratifying to add to the above that a leg- 
acy of $10,000, which is soon to be available, has 
been left to this society by the late William Silli- 
man, Esq., one of its vice presidents and liberal 
patrons.

' them some aid in the way of cheap books for the 
poor freedmen and poor whites, I gave them 
assurances that the Board would aid them. They 
have over $1,000 on hand, and will make a fine 
beginning another year. 

Eastern AnapamMa,—I have been very much 
encouraged by my visit to the eastern part of the 
State. I find the seed sown there, in patience and 
under many discouragements, is beginning to yield 
“a good return.” TI find my work here constantly 
enlarging. The eastern part of the State is ina 


much more prosperous condition than the middle 
and west. I found a decided improvement in the 
spirit of the people, on the subject of circulating 
the Bible among all classes. The freedmen are in 
better spirits, and their condition is generally more 
prosperous.

The twenty-fifth anniversary of this auxiliary 
was held recently in that city.

LEAVENWORTH COUNTY BIBLE SOCIETY, KS, 

The annual meeting of this society was held in 
Laing’s Hall, on Sunday evening, President Bald- 
ridge in the chair. 

Practical and pointed addresses were made by 
Rev. Messrs.Marshall, McNary, and Mitchell, which 
seemed to be received with great favour by the 
audience. 

Secretary Howell then read the following annual 
report : 

The executive committee state that no annual 
meeting has been held since January 16th, 1865. 
Since that time, repeated efforts have been made 
by the executive committee to thoroughly-canyass 
the county. In October, 1866, an arran ent 
was made with Rey. F. Wells, to canvass our field. 
He continued the work about six months, can- 
vassing a large part of the county, and doing some 
work in the city. Sickness compelled Mr. Wells 
to relinquish the work, and we have been unable 
to get any definite report from him, though he, 
through the State Agent, reported to the Parent 
Society that the whole county had been canvassed 
and supplied. We furnished about 450 books to 
Mr. Wells, for supplying the county, amounting 
to $241 95. The number of families visited, 
amount of sales and donations, we haye no re- 
port of. : S 

The Rev. Robert Brown spent some time in can- 
vassing the city, and was supplied with books 
from the depository, but no report of the work 
has been made to the committee. = 
Dr. E. H. Waugh spent one month in canvass- 
g the city, and reported having visited 589. 
families, eighty-three found destitute; donated 
fifty Bibles, twenty-eight decline ecel 
books amounting to $4 5; con 

The work was discontinued 
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to carry it on, though it appeared by the canvass- 
er’s report that one seventh of the families visited 
were destitute of the word of God. This fact 
shows the importance of earnest effort in carrying 
on the work of Bible distribution. ¥ 

There is due the American Bible Society for 
books $415 46. 4 

We learn that the value of books received dur- 
ing the year was $1,063 40; the value of sales at 
the depository, $413 45; donations at the depos- 
itory, $208 88; and value of books on hand,

FORT MASON, TEXAS, 

Our Agent, Rey. J. W. DeVilbiss, who recently 
visited this far distant military post, thus describes 
his missionary work there. There are many 
places on the frontier which are just as much 
neglected and destitute of the Bible and churches 
as this spot. Our Agents do much of this truly 
apostolic service among the waste places, 

There are at this post about twenty families, 
who have not had a preacher among them for 
nine years, and many of them have not seen a 
preacher nor heard a sermon for that length of 
time. I found one family where the lady was 
afflicted with the rheumatism and had been una- 
ble to walk for several years. She had no Bible 
that she could read, and you cannot imagine the 
joy that was depicted in her face when she saw 
the large pica type of the precious book of God 
which I showed her. Her husband bought one, 
and I gave her children each, that could read, a 
pearl Testament. Oh, I cannot tell you how glad 
these little ones appeared. In the two days I 
haye spent here I have sold Bibles and Testa- 
ments to the value of $29 25; have given to the 
soldiers thirty Testaments and one Bible; have 
given to the citizens eighteen Testaments and one 
Bible; and to freedmen three Testaments. I 
have prayed with several families, and never have 
I felt that religious services were more apprecia- 
ted. I expect to remain and preach to soldiers 
and citizens on Sabbath, These people are very 
poor generally, and have but little money, but 
they are ripe for the word of life. But one family 
refused the word of life, and they were Catholics,

THE BIBLE CONVERTING THE SOUL. 

An agent of the South Western Bible Society 
writes us this narrative of facts: 

I was travelling and distributing Bibles in the 
Parish of L., when, nightfall coming on, I called 
at a Frenchman’s house, and asked lodging for 
the night, which was cheerfully granted. My 
beast well provided for, I was invited to the domi- 
cil, where I found a large family, not one of whom 
could speak English, my host included, Supper 
was soon announced, the family with myself filling 
the seats at the table. The serious demeanour of 
the family, so unusual with those people, especial- 
ly at the moment of sitting down, had arrested 
my attention, when, to my agreeable surprise, the 
master of the house in a deliberate and solemn 
manner asked a blessing on the comforts set be- 
fore us. This led me to make inquiry about the 
man, I learned that a Bible colporteur some 
years since had called upon him and left a French 
Bible, which he read with much interest. He 
soon found that the teaching of the Bible was in 
flat contradiction to the teachings of his former 
spiritual guides. He continued to read, however, 
till at length he was fully convinced of the error 
of Romanism, and calling his wife to him, said: 
“Wife, if this Bible is true, the Roman Catholic 
Church is a mass of corruption, and if you are 
willing, we will quit it and join the Protestant 
Church.” His wife assented, and in a few days 
they united with one of the branches of the Prot- 
estant Church, fifteen miles distant. 

This family is now residing in Vermillion Par- 
ish. I have been acquainted with them for the last 
nine years, and a more assiduous Bible reader, 
and exemplary Christian, is scarcely to be found 
within the sphere of my operations. But he did 
not stop here; he felt it his duty to provide spirit- 
ual food for his children. The writer was sent 
for. “I want my children,” said he, “ baptized 
by one of your ministers.” The arrangements

were made, and his children, ten in number, some 
of them grown young men, upon the confession 
of their faith (the questions were put by an inter- 
preter), were baptized and received into the 
church. 

Here is a striking example of the power of 
God’s word to change the hearts of men, and that 
too, without the “living preacher!” Many long 
years and weary hours have passed away since 
the above took place, but they still remain firm. 
The writer has had several delightful interviews 
with this man and family. He loves the Bible as 
the word of God, and loyes to dwell on the love 
he has for the children of God, irrespective of 
sects.

THE WONDERFUL BOOK, 


There is no other book in the world that has 
ever been half so much studied as the Bible; there 
is no other book that will bear to be studied as 
the Bible is. We can soon find out all that is in 
any other book, and then as soon as we feel that 
it has nothing more to tell us we get tired of it, 
and want a new book. I remember very well the 
first book I ever read all through. It was “Rob- 
inson Crusoe.” I thought it was the most won- 
derful book that ever was. I was so much inter- 
ested in it, that I used to sit up at night, as late 
as my mother would let me, for the purpose of 
reading it, and then when I went to bed, I used 
to lie awake and tell over to my younger brother 
all that I had been reading, about Robinson, and 
his man Friday, and the savages. But, suppose 
T should undertake to read “Robinson Crusoe” 
every morning and evening, and to preach about 
it as Ido with the Bible, how soon I should get 
tired of reading it, and should feel that there was 
nothing left for me to put into my sermons. And 
it would just be the same with the “ Pilgrim’s 
Progress” or Milton’s “ Paradise Lost,” or any oth- 
er book in the world, except the Bible. The books 
that men make are like wells, or little ponds of 
water. Some are deeper than others; but yet we 
can take a pole or a line and let it down in the 
water, and we can soon touch the bottom. But 
God’s book, the Bible, is like the ocean. There 
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are some places in it where the water is so shallow 
that a child may wade in it with entire safety. 
But there are other places where the water is so 
deep that a giant might swim in it; and with the 
longest line ever let down, no one can touch the 
bottom. 

In this city of Philadelphia there are more 
than three hundred ministers of the gospel. 
They are engaged all the time in ,reading, and 
studying, and preaching about the things of which 
the Bible tells us. Some of them have been en- 
gaged in this way for twenty, or thirty, or forty 
years, and yet they have never got to the bottom 
of it. And if they should live to be as old as’ 
Methuselah, and should keep on studying and 
preaching about the Bible all the time, they 
would never get through with it. The time 
would never come when they would have to come 
before their congregations, and say: “ We have 
found out all that isin the Bible. There is noth- 
ing more left now for us to preach about.” But 
there is no other book in the world that could be 
read and studied, and preached about in this 
way. 

Bots years ago, a gentleman in England want- 
ed to find out how many books had been written 
on the Bible. It was a hard thing to tell; but 
he resolved to try. He spent a wonderful deal of 
time and money and labour, in making the in- 
quiry. When he got through, he made a list or 
catalogue of all the different works. That cata- 
logue itself made a large yolume ; and how many 
books do you suppose were in it? More than 
siety thousand! Only think of it.._More than 


| sixty thousand volumes written on this one book. 


If those volumes were all collected together, they 
would make one of the largest libraries in the 
United States. The Philadelphia Library which 
fills up the large building on Fifth street, below 
Chestnut street, has about 80,000 volumes in it. 
Those volumes are about history, and geography, 
and botany, and voyages, and travels, and biog- 
raphy, and farming, and chemistry, and mathe- 
matics, and politics, and religion, and everything 
in the world that men can think, and talk, and 
write about. It is worth while to go into that 
library and look round on the great multitude of 
books that are there. And while you are looking 
at them, you can say to yourself: “There is a 
large library of books written on every possible 
variety of subjects. And yet, on the Bible alone 
there have been published almost as many books 
as are here.” 

I suppose there are more books published about 
the Bible every year than about any other one sub- 
ject in the world, and still no one can get through 
with the Bible or reach the bottom of it. What a 
wonderful book the Bible is! How wonderful it 
is in the way in which it has been studied ! ~ 

Let the give you now some striking examples 
of the way in which this blessed Book has been 
studied : oie 

A Christian emperor, whose name was Theo- 
dosius, wrote out the whole of the New Testament 
with his own hand, on purpose to fix its words 
better in his memory. Another emperor of the 
same name, who was very much occupied in busi- © 
ness during the day, used to spend a portion of 
every night in not only reading, but studying the 
Scriptures. Prince.Geo: t Transylvania, read 
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the whole Bible over twenty-seven times. And 
one of the kings of Arragon was so interested in 
the study of the Scriptures, that he read them 
through, together with a large commentary, four- 
teen times. Sir Henry Walton, an English noble- 
man, was very much engaged in public business, 
yet he kept, day and night, the Bible before him, 
that at leisure moments he might read a verse or 
two; and when his public duties were over, he 
always spent an hour or two in studying the Bible. 
And a French nobleman, named De Rentz, used 
every morning to read three chapters of the Bible 
on his bended knees, stopping every little while to 
pray that God would help him to understand it. 
The Rey. William Romaine, one of the best minis- 
ters of the Church of England, for the last thirty 
years of his life, neyer read or studied any other 
book but the Bible. There was an Irish peasant 
who had got possession of a copy of the Bible, and 
was so fond of it, that he spent all the leisure time 
he had in studying it. The Romish priest found 
him one day with the Bible in his hand, and asked 
him what warrant he had to read the Bible for him- 
self. ‘Faith,’ said he, “and please yer riverance, 
I have a sarch warrant. For sure and didn’t the 
blessed Master say, ‘Sarch the Scriptures?’ ”— 
John y. 39. And thus we see that the Bible is a 
wonderful book for the way in which it has been 
studied. 
USE THE BIBLE. 


We have spoken now of stv of the outside won- 
ders of the Bible. The first wonder about it is, 
the way in which it is made. The second was the 
way in which it has been persecuted. The third 
was the way in which it has been preserved. The 
fourth, the way in which it has been scattered. The 
fifth, the way in which it has been loved. And the 
sixth, the way in which it has been studied. 

My dear young friends, let me entreat you to 
make a right use of your Bible. Wonderful as 
this book is, it will do you no good to have it, un- 
less you use it properly. You ought to use your 
Bible as the sailor, when at sea, uses his compass. 
The compass is set down before the man who stands 
at the helm or rudder to steer the ship. And 
he keeps looking at the compass all the time, in 
order to find out how he is to steer the vessel, so 
that he-may reach “the hayen where he would 
be,” or the place at which he desires to arrive. 
And just in the same way the Bible must be our 
compass. If we read it, and study it carefully, 
and éspecially, if, like David, we read it with the 
prayer, “Open Thou mine eyes that I may behold 
wondrous things out of Thy law,” then we shall 
always know what to do, and how to act. This 
blessed compass will always point us in the right 
direction. It will guide us safely through all the 
dangers that are before us in the voyage of life. 
It will lead us to Jesus as our Friend and Saviour. 
He will pardon our sins, He will change our 
hearts and bring us to his heavenly home at last.

THE ABYSSINIAN BIBLE. — 

_It was thought that the literary department of 
Abyssinian antiquities might prove very rich, 
and Sir Robert Napier, the commander of the 
English expedition, obtained permission to photo- 
graph several of the illustrations with which their 
Gospels are largely adorned, and also a few pages 
of the Gospel by St. Matthew. These have been 
sent to England, and a few specimens have been 
reproduced in the Illustrated London News. 'The 
Gospels are written in the old Ethiopic characters, 
inscribed with black ink, with the exception of 
the tenth line, which is in red ink. All the char- 
acters are very clearly and finely executed. The 
illustrations are exceedingly rude. One represents 
the creation of Adam and Eve, where God appears 
as a great man, holding Adam and Eve by the 
hand, while a number of human heads are distrib-

‘uted around, all “after his own image.” An- 


other is the crucifixion, where Jesus is crucified 
between the two thieves, and numerous spectators 
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are placed all over the surface of the picture, 
The leaves of the Bible are made of excellent 
parchment, while the whole yolume measures 
eighteen inches by twelve, and is very thick. It 
is a curious specimen of book-making, Its contents 
haye not yet been fully examined. Heuglin says 
that it contains one entire book more than our 
own Bible—namely, the Book of Henoch, and a 
sixth book of Moses, but the latter is only a com- 
mentary on Genesis and Exodus. 

The above, it is asserted on good authority, has 
been examined by the Rey. Dr. Rule, and pro- 
nounced by him to be not the Bible. It is best 
not to be too hasty in judging of such ancient 
books.

DISTINCTIONS IN THE GOSPELS. 

It is no accident that the New Testament con- 
tains four gospels instead of one, There are 
important differences in them, which are thus 
brought out by an English bishop, in a lecture on 
the life of Christ: 

1. In regard to their external features and 
characteristics : 

The point of view of the first gospel is mainly 
Israelite; of the second, Gentile; of the third, 
Universal; of the fourth, Christian. 

The general aspect, and, so to speak, physiogno- 
my of the first, namely, is Oriental; of the second, 
Roman; of the third, Greek; of the fourth, Spir- 
itual. 

The style of the first is stately and rhythmical ; 
of the second, terse and precise; of the third, calm 
and copious; of the fourth, artless and colloquial. 

The most striking characteristic of the first is 
symmetry; of the second, compression; of the 
third, order; of the fourth, system, 

The thought and language of the first are both 
Hebraistic; of the third, both Hellenistic, while 
in the second, thought is often Occidental, though 
the language is Hebraistic; and in the fourth, the 
language is Hellenistic, but the thought Hebraistic. 

2. In regard to their subject matter and contents: 

In the first gospel we have narrative; in the 
second, memoirs; in the third, history; in the 
fourth, dramatic portraiture. 

In the first we often have the record of events 
in their accomplishments; in the second, events 
in detail; in the third, events in their connexion ; 
in the fourth, events in relation to the teaching 
springing from them. 

Thus in the first we often meet with the notice 
of impressions; in the second, of facts; in the 
third, of motives; in the fourth, of words spoken. 

And, lastly, the record of the first is mainly 
collective, and often antithetical; of the second, 
graphic and circumstantial; of the third, didac- 
tic and reflective; of the fourth, selective and 
supplemental. 

3. In respect to their portraiture of our Lord: 

The first presents Him to us merely as the Mes- 
siah; the second, mainly as the God-man; the 
third, as the Redeemer; the fourth, as the only 
begotten Son of God,

THE BIBLE TRIUMPHANT, 
It is a matter of congratulation that the Bible 
has passed triumphantly through the ordeal of 
verbal criticism. English infidels of the last cen- 
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tury raised a premature pean over the discovery 
and publication of so many various readings. 
They imagined that the popular mind would be 
rudely and thoroughly shaken, that Christianity 
would be placed in imminent peril of extinction, 
and that the Church would be dispersed, and 
ashamed of the sight of its Magna Charta. But 
the result has blasted all their hopes, and the 
Oracles of God are found to have been preserved 
in immaculate integrity. 

The storm which shakes the oak only loosens 
the earth around its roots, and its violence enables 
the tree to strike its roots deeper into the soil. 

So it is that Scripture has gloriously surmount- 
ed every trial. There gather around the Bible a 
dense “cloud of witnesses,” from the ruins of Nin- 
eveh and the valley of the Nile; from the slabs and 
bas-reliefs of Sennacherib, and tombs and monu- 
ments of Pharaoh; from rolls of Chaldee para- 
phrasts and Syrian yersionists; from the cells and

Our present Bibles are undiluted by the lapse 
of ages. The oracles written amid such strange 
diversity of time, place, and condition—among 
the sands and cliffs of Arabia, the fields and hills 
of Palestine, in the palaces of Babylon, and in the 
dungeons of Rome—havye come to us in such un- 
impaired fulness and accuracy, that we are placed 
as advantageously toward them as the generation 
which hung on the lips of Jesus as He recited a 
parable on the shores of the Galilean lake, or those 
churches which received from Paul or Peter one 
of their epistles of warning and exposition.—J.

THE BIBLE AMONG THE BRETHREN. 

This is the title of a short communication in the 
last number of the (British) Messenger, written, we 
presume, by Bishop Seifferth, whose exact histori- 
cal knowledge is unquestioned. In answer to an 
assertion made in a previous number of the maga- 
zine, that “the Church of the United Brethren in 
Bohemia and Moravia published, about 1470, the 
first printed translation of the Bible,” he proceeds 
to show that this claim, which is made by- several 
of our historians, as Cranz, Holmes, and Bost, is 
not well founded. Neither Grindely, who has 
made a very thorough investigation of original 
documents, nor Croeger, makes “any mention of 
this fact. Besides, the bitter persecution to which 
the Church of the Brethren was subjected, from 
the time when they had secured the episcopate in 
1467, to 1471, when King Podiebrad died, makes 
it very unlikely that during this time they would 
have had opportunity to plan and execute the pro- 
ject ofhaving the Bible printed. Comenius mentions 
in his History that about this year the Bohemians 
procured the printing of an edition of the Bible ix 
their own tongue at Venice, but as Bishop 8 
ferth remarks, this term cannot be supposed to 
mean the Bohemian Brethren, but rather the Bo- 
hemian Calixtines, at that time the ruling p 
in Bohemia. The commonly ‘received opinion, 
therefore, that the Bohemian Brethren were the jirst

to print a translation of the Bible into a European _ 


vernacular tongue, would seem to 


be erroneous, 


unless other evidence is produced. [Plitt men- 
tions a translation of the New Testament by Bish- 


op Luke of Prague, which appeared in 1518 and 


1869.] 


1525, but doubts whether they had made a special 
translation of any portion of the Bible at an earlier 
date. He mentions a translation, from the Vul- 
gate, with wood cuts, which appeared at Venice 
in 1506. The first translation of the Vulgate into 
Bohemian, Cregor says, was made in “1488 at 
Prague, the second at Guttenberg by the .

WHY THE BIBLE CAN NEVER BECOME AN OLD 
BOOK. 

The Bible is, of course, old in one sense, and its 
very age is one of the things that will keep it for 
eyer from becoming antiquated. One of the charms 
of the blessed Book is, that it is the repository of 
original materials of history. Every great histo- 
rian spends a large amount of his time in examin- 
ing its authentic original records of the time un- 
der its survey. Sometimes a newly discovered 
scrap, only a few lines in length, will give a new 
covering to many pages of this volume. Now, the 
Bible is an ancient history, full of the richest va- 
riety of incident, and extending over the great 
epochs in the world’s progress. It is no second- 
hand compilation, but an original, fresh, and in- 
spiriting record. ‘This can be appreciated with- 
out reference to its divine inspiration. 

A more important reason why the Bible will 
always have the interest of a new book, is, that it 
is associated with the experience of the new heart. 
The Spirit uses the word in regeneration. The 
new-born soul has a new insight into the Scrip- 
tures. The Christian, as he grows in grace, finds 
increased enjoyment in the Bible. “I used to 
think,” said a believer to us, ‘“‘ that many portions 
of the Bible were dry and uninteresting, even after 
_ I became a Christian; but now I can say I find no 

part uninteresting.” A book that is so intimately 
connected with the new life cannot grow old. It 
is too full of the love of God in Christ to grow old. 
'The new hearts of every generation of believers 
will keep the Sacred Volume new; or, rather, its 
own diyine inspiration and divine instructions 
will keep them ever finding something new in it.
